Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant contends that Gurner is non-analogous 
art. Gurner is in the field of Applicant's invention of sensing game apparatus as evidenced by the Abstract and Figs. 9 and 10 and 
therefore is analogous art. Regarding Applicant's argument regarding the kind of signal, Tosaki is relied upon to disclose the kind of 
signal, not Gurner. Applicant's arguments regarding processing and the effect of the processing are not persuasive because although the 
Claims are read in light of the Specification, limitations from the Specification cannot be read into the claims. Applicant invokes 1 12 6th 
paragraph and contends that the references fail to teach "enabling means" It appears that the "enabling means" disclosed in the 
Specification is a computer and Gurner discloses using a computer to enable the signal to be output (column 10. lines 19-32).. 
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
